Wasuixeton, April 22.—Mr. Vorhees 
submitted an amendment to the substi- 
tute for the house bill to repeal the 
specie resumption act reported by the 
committee on finance on Wedneeday

PRESBYTERIAN UNION. 

The Washirgton Post basthis interesting in- 
terview on the pcssib!lities of a union between 
the southeyn spd =~northern Pr pbyterian 
churches: 

The Rev. A. W. Pi'ser, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian Church, and one of the best in- 
formed clergymen of his faith, was yesterday 
atked by a Post reporter the interesting quee- 
tion :g** Will there be action taken at the mcct- 
ingof the general assembly, which meets in 
May, at Kuoxville, Tenn., looking toa union 
with the Presbyterian Church North ?”’ 

“No, I think ne such ection will be taken. 
The question has come up in one shape or ane 
other forthe past ei; ht years, but there is po 
prospect for a settlement for some years to 
come,"’ 

‘What is the difficulty?’ 

“Itisjusthere. When .the church wes di- 

vided by the war, not only by sympathy, but 
necessity, the northern sasembly thought that 
they should express their loyalty to t*_ gov- 
ernment, 80 they passed a resolution calling us 
rebels, schitmatics, blaspbemers, etc. Now 
when overtures are made we pay if we are reb- 
els, schirmatics, etc , you ought not to associate 
with us, but if we,are not, we want you to say 
80.”’ 

“What did gthe northern sssembly say to 
that ?’’ 

“They said that the resolution was not psssed 
by this assembly but by the assemblies before 
the union of the old and new schools, so that we 
have no right to retract what we never said. 
They then passed a resolution which stated 
thatthe members of the southern ass mbly 
were good Christian men,and they would like 
to unite with them. But the whole question 
hangs on this point, and it is not likely that 
the difficulty will be settied until a new gener- 
ation comes upen the scene.”’ 

“This union would make the assembly too 
unwieldy at any :ate, wouldn't it?” 

‘Oh, these overtures do not contemplate an 
organic union, but simply the establishment of 
fraternal relations between the northern and 
eouthern Presbyterian churches.” 

The Rey. Dr. Dinwiddie, pastor of the Second 
Church in Alexandria, expressed similar views 
in a brief conVersation with him. 


A Strong Law Argument. 
Chattanooga Dispatch. 

Colonel T. Fort delivered an argu-~ 
ment in the chancery court yesterday which for 
solid reasoning and compact statement of the 
law in hand, was a model.

** In March, 1875, Col. Criando 8. Holland, an 
uncle of Dr. R. U, Palmer, was killidon the 
streets of Colurrbus by W. L. Cash and Tom 
McEachren, policemen, and a younger brother 
of Cash. 

When the shooting occurred, Palmer anda 
gentleman named Ed. Howell were with Ho’- 
land. Palmer was one of the principal wi'- 
neeses for the prosecution of W. L Cash, who 
was twice tricd forthe murder, being first sen- 
tenced to ten years in tbe penitentiary on a ver- 
dict of manslaughter and finally sequitted. 
The Erquirer, then edited by A. 
R. Calbour, took the part of 
Cash in this affair and editorially justified the 
killing. 

The homicide caused a deal of bitter feeling 
ing the community, the bad effects of which 
have not yet died away. 

Colonel Salisbury wasthe avowed friend of 
the Cash party in the tria!, and hence there was 
no very k iy feeling between him and the 
Holland family or Paimer. Some thrce montha 
after the killing of Colonel Holland, Mr. Salis. 
bury become one of the proprietors of the Ea 
quirer, and subsequently controlled the entire 
interest in the paper. 

About one year sgc there appeared a iccal 
item in the Er. quirer headed 

**BROWNBSVILLi' ON THE RAMPAGE,” 
referring to a fuss hadi the night previous in the 
town on the Alabama side of the river )ust op- 
posite Calumbur. In this affair, as stated in 
the Enquirer, Dr. R UU, Palmer had shot at a 
man named Collins and beat his (Collins ) wife. 
The article was rather severe in its criticism on 
Palmer's actions, ani’ he was very much in- 
censed at ita pullicaiion. He published a bit. 
ter card in the Coluinbus Times, denouncing 
the author of the article, and came over the 
river, threatening to shoot the man who wrote 
t. 

The next day after Palmer’s card appeared 
Mr. T. D. Hoff, city editor of the Enquirer, and 
a son-in-law of Colonel Salisbury, published a 
card in his columns denouncing Palmer in very 
seVere terms.

THE RAILROAD 

The Richmond convention decided 
to continne the present “through 
time” to and from southern points until 
fall. This was done notwithstanding 
the earnest protests, and even vigorous 
threats of the manavers ofthe Viryvinia 
Midiand company. They did in fact 
withdraw from tue convention, leaving 
behind a declaration that their company 
would, not respect the prcegramme of 
the convention after the tweifth day of 
next month. The convontion was, 
however, undismayed by this niti- 
matum; for it proceeded to adopt the 
report of the committee that was ap- 
pointed to prepare a time shoet, without 
another dissenting voice. Thereseems 
to be an nnderstancing,however,that in 
the fall the present schedule will come 
to an end, 
The grievance of the Midland comes 
pany—which is but anotber name for 
the Baltimore and Ohio people—is, 
that the schedule,which has almost he- 
come a custom, suita New York, but 
does not suit Baltimore, Washington 
and Richmond. The last-named cities 
want southern conoections for a train 
out of Washington in the morning, in- 
stead of in the night. To make the 
matter plain,the papers of the Potomac 
cities want all their advantages of loca- 
tion as to the south. But everybody 
can not be gratified. Our New York 
paper mail arrives here two hours too 
late for use on the following morning ; 
but we shall not ask the railroad man- 
agers to hasten their trains that much, 
valuable as the accommodation wonld 
be to us and our reacers. The truthis, 
the railroad system of the south is not 
wealthy enough to supplygll our wants. 
Its usefulness is necessarily measured 
toa great extent by its patronage. 


THB ADJOURNMENT QUBSTION. 


— 


The houge acted wisely in postpon- 
ing the senate adjournment resolution 
to the 15th of May, when it will be bet- 
ter able to judge whether or no it would 
be advisable to end the session 
on the Ihh day of June. It 
is _ plain that the condition 
of the public business does not now 
warrant the naming of so early a day 
for adjournment. The appropriation 
bills are by no means well progressed, 
but still they could be disposed of be-~ 
fore the second week in June, if there 
were no other bil's to occupy the 
attention of congrees. Besides the bills 
on the private calendar, there are fifty 
six bills on the public calendar of the 
house. Among these is the tariff bill, 
which is the first earnest attempt at 
tariff reform in almost & generation. 
Then there is the repeal of the bank- 
rupt law; the bill to compel the Union 
Pacific railway and the Central Pacific 
railway to provide asinking fund to 
meet their debt of $120,000,000; the 
Texas Pacific railway bill; the bill to 
establish an income tax; the bill to 
reduce the present tobacco tax; the 
bill to suspend the annual pay- 
ment of thirty-seven millions of dollars 
to the sinking fund, which makes neces- 
sary just tbat amount of needless taxa- 
tion on a suffering people ; the bill to 
provide for the purchase of ships, and 
thereby to give us a chance to recover 
our carrying trade; the bill for the 
levees ; the bill for the mail-service with 
Brazil; the bill to regulate inter-state 
commerce ; the bill te promote the re- 
funding of the national debt and the 
loan of savings to the United States 
for that purpose; the bill to reduce the 


erty 


to stop. the contraction | 
and heading of  greenbackr; 
the bill gianting pensions to Mexican 
soldiers; the bill to regulate the ccm- 
pensation of postmasters; the bill to 
transfer the control of Indian affairs to 
the war department; the bill to retire 
the circulating notes of nationa! banks, 
and a larger number of other bil!s af- 
fecting the business and currency of 
the country geuerally. 

An adjournment in the first part of 
June would send nearly ali of these 
bills over to the short session. The re- 
publicans are not only willing to do 
this, but they are actively endeav- 
oring by all sorta of obsirrttions 
to make it inevitable. They desire 
to be sble to charge the demo- 
cratic house with ne;lect cf 
the public business. We hope the 
house will remain in session until its 
work is fairly accomplished. ‘To do 
this great application is necessary. 
With that an adjournment about the 
first of July is feasible. The demo- 
crats in the house should pull off their 
coats, 80 to speak, forthe despatch of 
busin B88.

1, Where a plea in abatement, that 
a grand juror to the bill of indictment 
was not on the regular list of grand 
jnrors of the county, was considered as 
a sort of oral demurrer, and the facts in 
the record make a confused case of two 
men called Cas. Branan living in the 
county, one on the list and the other 
not, and one said t be the man not on 
the list, was of the jury,and the court 
overruled the plea, npon what ground 
is not disclosed in the record, this court 
will not interfere to grant a new trial.

the lst of July, when the exporter was 
required to return it for taxes, and 
every log of it before the Ist of Novem- 
ber, and thus segregated from the mass 
of properly in the state on the lst of 
April, 1875, snd its duties as an export 
fixed at that time when, if at all, it was 
taxable, was not intended to be taxed 
by the law of Georgia taxing all property 
ad valoren, but expressly excepting 
all property exempted by the constitu- 
tion of the United States ; and if so in- 
tended, the act would be void under 
the prohibition of the second para- 
graph of the tenth section of the first 
article of the constitution of the United 
States, which prescribes that ‘No state 
shall, without the consent of congress, 
lay any imposts or duties on imports 
or exports, except what may be abso~ 
lutely necessary for executing its in- 
spection laws.” etc.

1. Proof of debt in the bankrupt 
court by the judgment creditor against 
the principal, without an express reser- 
vation of the lien of the judgment, will 
discharge the lien of the judgment; 
and the accommodation endorser or 
surety is discharged to the extent of 
the injury he thereby receives. 

2. If there be older liens, vajyid and 
operative, and pressed upon the bank- 
rupt’s property of amount sufficien: to 
consume and exhaust it all, then the 
endorser is not injured, nor is he ex- 
posed to greater iiability, nor 1s his 
risk increased, and heace he is not dis- 
charged ; and proof of the foregoing 
facts is admissible to show that he is 
not hurt by the procf of the debt in 
the bankrupt court. 

3. If a tifa be amended after levy, 
the levy falls; but if the order granting 
leave to amend be not carried out, and 
the fi fa proceed without amendment, 
it does not. 

4. Ifthe surety assent to the applica- 
tion of funds arising from the sale of 
the principal’s propery to janior liens, 
and receive part of the money himself, 
he is not discharged by such applica- 
tion. 

5. Anindorser, who is the counsel of 
the principal debtor, in obstructing the 
collection of tie debt by the creditor 
from the principal’s property in every 

‘hase of the litigation between tbe 
judgment creditor and the principal, ie 
not within the reason and spirit of the 
law which discharges sureties from \ia- 
bility by reason of acts of the creditor 
which injure the surety, or increase his 
risk, or expose him to greater liability, 
when the acts of the creditor complain- 
ed of grew directly out of the litigation 
conducted by the indorser as counsel 
for the principal.

Where the trustee of a married 
woman soid her separate property toa 
creditor of her husband, with the as- 
sent of the wife, nadera deed of trust 
empowering him to sell generally with 
such assent, and the purchaser sold for 
value to another without nctice in the 
latter that the conveyance was to pay 
the debt of the husband: 

Held, first, that the innocent pur- 
chaser for value, withcut notice that 
the sale was to pay the debt of the hus- 
band, will not be disturbed in the pos- 
eession of the property by a court of 
equity, especially where the possession 
was known to the wife and the land 
improved and no warning given by her, 
and where she also knew of the sale by 
the sheriff made at the instance of the 
first purchser, after filing deed to the 
busband, to whom he had given bond 
to convey on —— of the debt, and 

ve no notice of any objection thereto, 
but apparently acquiesced therein. 

Heid, secondly, that the first pur- 
chaser, who bought the land of the wife 
to secure a debt due to himseif, with 
full knowledge of all the facts, got no 
title, and will be held in equity to be 
trusiee for the wife and to pay her the 
value of the land with interest thereon, 
less only the taxes he paid thereon and 
insurance for her benefit.

conditions as might be agreed upon by 
their directors and ratified by a major- 
ity of their stockholders, having been 
authorized by an act of the general 
assembly in 1863, (after the

Hide that when the consolidation 
tk place in pureuancetof the a t of 1563 
anew corporate being came into exis- 
tence, and whatever oi the property of 
theformer com panies passed to it,as well 
as whatever property it subsequently 
acquired, became subject to tue gen. 
eral texing power of the legislature, 
irrespective of any concession or limit 
of the power whick the charters of the 
former companies contained, there be 
ing in the new charter no express neg- 
ative upou the right of the state to 
“withdraw the _ franchise,” or to 
“change, modity or destrov’”’ the cor- 
poration, Cude, sections 1682, 1681. 

2 The case of the Centrai Railroad 
and Banking Company vs. The State, 
54 Ga., 401, until adjudged to be erro- 
neous, was sufficient to rule the 
present case; Lut since the reversal of 
the judgment in that case by the su-

WARNER, C. J. 

This was an application for an in- 
junction under the provisions of the 
act of 1870 embodied in the code, and 
which upon the hearing therefor was 
granted by the chancellor; whereupon 
the defendant excepted. It appears 
from the bill of exceptions, that there 
were several affidavite read on the 
hearing of the motion for the injunc- 
tion, which were not embodied in the 
bill of exceptions, nor identified by the 
presiding judge as baing the affidavits 
which were read before him, though 
sent up by the clerk in the record, and 
for that reason the defendants in error 
made a motion to dismissthe plaintiff's 
case. According to the unitorm ruling 
of this court in similar cases, the de- 
fendant’s motion must prevail. It is 
impossible for this conrt to review the 
judgment of the chancellor understand 
ingly, without haying the evidence 
upon which he acted before us duly 
authenticated and identified by him. 

Let the writ of error be dismissed.

The complainants filed their bil] 
against the defendan‘s with a prayer 
for an injunction, on the allegations 
contained therein, to restrain them 
from filing a great number of suits 
against the mayor and council of the 
city of Brunswick and thereby putting 
said city to great and unnecessary ex- 
pense, and also to restrain the deiend- 
ants, the creditors of said city, from 
collecting their demands by levy and 
sale of the public property of said cit 
in satisfaction thereof. The channeliat 
heard the application for the injunction 
at chambers on the 20th of April, 1877, 
and, after considering the same, grant- 
ed the injunction prayed for only so far 
as to restrain the defendants from sel]- 
ing, or attempting to enforce any jndg- 
ment against any property held in trust 
by the mayor and council ofthe city of 
Brunswick dedicated to publie uses, 
and refused to restrain the defendants 
to any greater extent than specified in 
said order. This order of the chancellor 
was not excepted to, the legal effect of 
which was to continue the injunction 
granted by him until the final hearin 
of the cause, when if the proofs dhonil 
authorize it, a perpetual injunction 
might be decreed by the court. The 
cause being in that condition, it came 
on to be heard at the November term, 
1877, of Glynn superior court, when 
the defendants made a motion to dis~ 
miss so much of the complainant’s bill 
as was the foundation af their prayer 
for that part of the injunction which 
the chancellor refused to grant, on the 

round that it contained no egnity. 

e court sustained the motion and 
dismissed such parts of the plaintiff's 
bill as were objected to for want of eq- 
uity to ee the injunction prayed 
for and refused by the chancellor, bes 
retained the bill in court for a fina! 
hearing so far as the allegations con- 
tained therein were the foundation of 
the injunction gra nted by the chancel- 
Jor at Chambers, whereupon the com- 
plainant’s excepted and brought upthe 
case to this court by writ 
of error. The dismissal of 
certain parts of the complainant’s 
bill was nota final disposition of the 
cause as to them, the cause still re- 
mained in court for a final hearing apon 
these allegations in ihsir bill, aa to 
their right to have the irjapc‘ion gran- 
ted by the Chancellor msde perpetual 
by a decree of the court, and that be- 
ing 80, the case was prematurely 
brought to this court, according to the 
provisions of the 4260th section of the 
code. The complainants could have 
filed their exceptions to the decision of 
the court and had the same entered of 
record as provided by that section, if 
they had thought proper to have done 
so, that there is nothing in the allega- 
tions which were dismissed from the 
complainants bill which would have 
authorized the granting of the injunct~ 
ion prayed for and refused by the Chan 
cellor in the first instance. Let the writ 
of error be dismissed as having been 
prematurely brought to this court.

WARNER, C. J. 

A bill was filed in the Superior court 
of Chatham county by Mcses Ferstand 
others, as creditors of Samuel Kaufman, 
Henry Mayer and Charlies H Kaufman, 
against George Von Seybold and others. 
The bill was what is generally known 
as a creditors’ bili,and was filed on the 
lzth day of october, 1874. No subyunaa 
and no relief were prayed against rhe 
ssid Kaufmans and Mayer, whose 
property was sought to be distributed 
under the bill,and which propert; 
came into the custody of said court 
Un the 2lst day of Ociober, 1874, a pe- 
tition in bankruptcy was fied in the 
district court of the United States for 
the southern district of New York, by 
creditors, againet the Kanfmans aad 
Mayer, and on the 3let day of October, 
1874, the said Kaufmans and Mayer 
were, in the said last mentioned court, 
dulv adjudged bankrupts. Ou.the 25th 
day of March, 1875, tne aaid compiain- 
ants amended their said biil so as te 
make the said Kaufmans and Mayer 
parties defendant thereto. 

On the bih day of April, 1875 
Joseph Seligman, Lawrence Wells and 
Edward Morgan,trustees in bankruptcy 
uf said bankrupts, having, on the 15th 
day of February, 1875, obtained an in- 
junction from the district court of the 
United States forthe southern district 
of Georgia, restraining the complain 
ants in said bil from proceeding 
therein, filed a petition to obtain pos- 
sion of the assets of said bankrupts, 
which petition was finally granted by 
the seid superior court at the Novem- 
ber term,1876,the order therefor having 
been dictated by this court, which pro- 
vided that the necessary costs and ex- 
penses for securing and collecting said 
fund should be first paid before the 
said fund should be turned over. Before 
the said fund was finally ordered to be 
paid to said trustees, petitions were 
tiled by various parties to have paid to 
them sundry sums of money for various 
services alleged to have been rendered 
by them in said cause, and the nature 
of said services were alleged to be as 
follows : 

J. Kt. Sausgy claimed compensation 
for his se: vices as solicitor for the com* 
plainants in the bill. 

Howell & Denmark claimed as ass 
sistant counsel for the complainants ; 
and also by virtue of an alleyed lien as 
counsel for attaching creditors upon a 
partof the fund in custody of said 
court. 

George Von Seybold claimed as re- 
ceiver in said cause, and Hartridge «& 
Chisolm, and William Garrard as his 
counsel.

cause. 

Charles 8, Hardee claimed a sum for 
costs due him, and dus the late clerk, 
George P. Harrison, and the sheriff, 
John T. Ronan. 

Philip M. Russell, claimed for costs 
due upon attachment cases against said 
bankrupts in the city court of Savan- 
nah. 

Sigmund Elsinger and Julius Kanf- 
man jointly claimed for magistrate 
court costs, againat said bankrupts. 

Refus Ek. Lester and George A. Mer- 
cer, separately claimed fees on sums, 
apart of said fund and alleged to haye 
been attached by their clients. 

No attachment, upon which costs or 
fees were claimed, originated over one 
month before said bankruptcy,apd none 
were due upon any attachment carried 
seg ip cong 

o these claims the said trustees in 
bankruptiv,and the said bankruptsand, 
Kasterling « Hubbell, creditors defend- 
ant to said bill, tiled various objections, 
which were in substance as foliows. 

To all of the ciaims they objected : 

1. That by the bankruptcy laws of 
the United States the trustees were en» 
titled to have the fund in its integrity, 
and without any diminution by pays 
ment to the claimants. 

2. That the state court had no such 
jurisdiction of the said fund as would 
authorize it to grant payment to the 
claimants. 

3. That the claimants severally had 
performed no services for which they 
were entitled to the amounts they 
claimed or any part of them, and 

4. That the claimants were not enti- 
tled to be paid anything in a court of 
equity until a final decree should be 
had in that court in favor of the com~ 
plainants against the defendants. 

In addition to these general objec- 
tions, they specially objected as to the 
claims of all parties except the receiver, 
master, sheriff and clerk, ‘hat their ser. 
vices were not such as entitled them in 
(quity to receive payment out of said 
fund: and as to counsel! for attaching 
creditors, and the said J. R. Saussy and 
Howell & Denmark, that they were en- 
titled to be paid by their clients ont of 
their dividend 1n the final distribution, 
and not out of said fund. 

The court overruled these objections 
of the said objectors and ordered that 
receivers should pay to 
Noirs ans svkichcunoesvesscnnccans 
Howel! & Denmark........... 
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The assets reported to the court by 
the receiver were some fifty thousand 
dollars. 

To this decree in favor of said com~ 
plainants the said trustees filed a bill of 
exceptions, alleging that the court erred 
upon tie grounds named in their ob- 
jections: the said Easteriing & Hub- 
bell, and the said Kaufmans and Mayer 
filed a bill of exceptions, similar in all 
respects, and the cause was sent to this 
court upon one record for both ‘bills, 
under an agreement to that effect be- 
tween plaint:fls and defendants in er 
ror. 

When this case was called for a hear- 
ing in this court, the defendant in error 
made a motion to dismiss it, on the 
ground that the evidence in the case 
had not been approved by the court. 
The case was submitted to the court for 
trial without the intervention of a jury 
and the evidence before the court is set 
out in the bill of exceptions, which the 
presiding judge certified when taken in 
connection witb the record, was true. 
The evidence, therefore, as set ont in 
the bill of exceptions, was approved bv 
the judge. When the case was before 
this court on a former occasion, the 
fund in the hand of the receiver was 
directed to be surrendered to the trus- 
tees in bankruptcy, except so much 
thereof as is legally necessary to defray 
the costs and expenses of collecting the 
fund and of securing it until the order 
of surrender shall be granted.—See 
ligman et al vs. Ferst & Co. 
al, 67th Ga. Kep., 561. We 
adhere to and reaffirm the 
judgment rendered in that case. 
It appears from the bill of exceptions 
that Von Seybold testified that his ser- 
vices a8 receiver were worth the sum 
claimed by him, that Mr. Saussy testi- 
fied his services as counse! were worth 
the amvunt claimed by him, that Dene 
mark testified that the services of How- 
e}| and Denmark as counsel were worth 
the sum of $1,000. that Garrard testi- 
fied thatthe services of himself and 
Messrs Hartridge and Chisholm as coun- 
sel for the receiver were worth the 
amount claimed by them; that Carr 
testified that the services performed by 
Rhind were worth about $100 per 
month, without stating what services 
he did perform, and that isall the evi- 
dence as to the services claimed and 
rendered, as appears from the bill of 
exceptions, upon which the judgment 
of the court for the $11,184 17 was 
founded. What were the legal and 
necessary costs and expenses of collect- 
ing the fund and securing it 
until surrendered to the trustees? 
In our judgment it includes the proper 
and n expenses in filing the 
bill and collecting the assets by the 
receiver, including counsel fees from 
the time of the filing of the bili up to 
the time the assets were demanded on 


their petition by the trustees in bank- 
ruptcy, and ing the services ¢

fund. But nothing should be allowed 
out of said fund fcr counsel fees or 
costs in suing out the attachments in 
the record mentioned, as said attach~ 
ments did not and could not have con- 
tributed anything towards the collec- 
tion of the fund inthe hands of the 
receiver, the same having been dis- 
solved by operation of law, and noth- 
ing should be allowed for counsel fees 
or costs incurred in resisting the trus- 
tees after the trustees filed their peti- 
tion. Inasmuch as the evidence in the 
bill of exceptions does not show for 
what the services claimed were ren- 
dered, whether in suing out the attach~ 
ments or in filing the bill, or both, or 
in aiding the receiver in cellecting the 
assets, we reverse the judgment and 
order a new trial, so tnat it may be 
made to clearly appear by the evidence 
for what the services claimed were ren- 
dered, and what those services were 
worth. In other words, what did the 
parties claiming compensation out of 
eald fund do in collectingand securing 
it under said bill, and what were the 
services performed by them worth 
which were properly chargeable upon 
said fund. 

Letthe judgment of the court below 
be reversed.

AMOS W, HAMMOND, 

The year 1877, carried with it, to the 
grave, three members of the Atlanta ber. One 
had been a successful p’ acti loner for many yeers, 
and after along profersior a) career had reached, 
and at the time of his death, occupied the 
honorable position of jadgeof the Atianta c'r- 
cuit. The second was a young map of gieat 
rromise, who hzd jurt pasved the threshold, of 
the profession, with a future radiant with bright 
prorpects, and gilded with brilliant hopes, open- 
ing before him. Thethird, the subject of this 
brief not'ce, was Col. Amos W, Hammond, who 
Ceperted this life at his residence in this city, on 
the 27th day of November, )577. 

Our deceased brother was born in the state cf 
fou'h Carolina, on the 26th dey of December 
1407, thus filling within a few dajs, the allotted 
epece of three score ;eare and ten. His eer y 
life, was sp<utin Franklin county, in this state. 
Ilis education was fair but limited to thore 
brench:s taught in the common echools of the 
day. Like so many of our éctive, successful 
mer, he commenc: d the battle of life as a mer- 
chant’sclerk. In 132, be engaged im the mer- 
cantile businsse on Lis own account; which he 
prosecated at Kuckereville, in Elbert county, and 
afterwards at Culioden, in Monroe county. 

He setutied law and was sdmitted to the bar 
while pursuing his line of buriness as a mer- 
chant. 

Outhe 22d day of Jenuary, 1833, he married 
Miss Eliza C. Hudson, who died on the 2d of 
June 1540. By this marriage he had four sons 
two of whom still survive. 

On the llth of April, 1541, he married Mrs. 
Mary Ann Shelby. the Widow of Dr. John L 
Shelby. By this marriage he had three sons snd 
three daughters. All cf whom survive bim, save 
one Bon. 

Col. Hammond was admitted to the bar of the 
tupreme court of this state at ite firet session, at 
Talbotton, in January, 1546, at the same time 
with Alfred Iversor, Hinee Holt, James Johnson, 
aud others. 

Not to mention the living, Col. Hammond had 
{.r competitors during the many years he prac- 
ticed in the Flint circult, euch men as Wasbing- 
ton Poe, James H. Stark, Zachariah &. Harman, 
Jacob Mar in, Elbridge G. Cabaniss, Eaward D. 
Tracy, the two Greens (Gilpen J. & Hartford) and 
Anges M, D. King, a! of whom preceded Lim 
iothe tomb. Among these, names dist'nguished 
in the legal annals cf Georgia, he won and occu- 
pled @ prominent posit'oc at the bar, and did a 
lucratiye practice in the circuit. 

In December, 1854, he moved to AUanta, where, 
as the head of the frm of A. W. Hammond & 
Son, he con'inued in the practice until lMs death 
The business of his eariy liie made him fa- 
millar with prectical affairs, and his industry 
and energy made that knowledge of great effi- 
ciency 

Asa lawyer, he was remarkable for the thor- 
ough preparation of his cases, in all their dc- 
tails, both cf law aad fact. Coupled, as this habit 
wae, With a clear head and a keen comprehen-~ 
sion of the necessities of his case, he was a 
strong, ® very strong man at the bar. As age 
come upon him he gradually gave up the active 
practice to his son and partner, Col. N. J. llam- 
mond, though up to the last few days before his 
death he did not fail, when ocvasion required, 
to enter with energy into business. 

iis death was sudden. He was in the court- 
house attending to business only two days tx- 
fore he was & Corpse. 

His private life wasindeeda beautiful one 
good humored, gentie, hospitable, fond of fe- 
male soc'ety, fond of home attractious and as- 
sociations, kind and indulgent to ail, he seemed 
a happy man, and madeali happy within the 
sphere of his ir fluence. 

He was a Mason and an Odd Fellow, and from 
early manhood until his Ceath a commuricant 
of the Methodist Epiecopal] church. 

He never sought or held a political office. His 
profession and his family tilled up the full 
measure of his ambition. The scrimo- 
nies of poliuical strife were unpleasant to him, 
and led nim to shun rather than seek office. 

It is not often we meet wilh a iite so complete 
and rounded es wasthat of cur friend and 
brother. de lived a iong and useful life— 
always respected as a man and a lawyer, al- 
ways surrounded by loved ones at home. 

From his earliest manhood to ex reme old 
age, hie children were always at his call, and 
when at last the sumsgnons Came that comes to 
all, they stood around his bedside to cheer him 
and to listea tothe last words, of him who loved 
them so well, 

But we have said enougiv. When the young 
die, we are startled, because an unexpected 
event has occurred. When theold die, alih ugh 
we May ot be surprised, yet we recoga!ze and 
feel the loss in the Vcid it leaves in a daliy life 
to wh.ch we have !ong been accustomed, 

Hlow long Willi eech cne of us remember that 
venerable form, erect to the last; his head 
covered witha i.cass of silver locks—his words 
always sind-—and his heart ever overflowing 
with sympathy and good wishes for his fellow- 
men. 

In conclusicu, the committee offer for adop- 
tion the foliow!nug resolutions:

Hammond the bar hae lost a valuable member, 
who, through a long life, has honored the pro- 
fession byjhis ability and integrity.

The following beautiful tribute to the 
memory of Mr. E A Knight was adopted at a 
late meeting of his associate Knights Templar:

Atlanta, Ga, April 9, A D 1878, AD 729 ; 
To the Eminen’ Commander, Generalissimo, Cap- 
fain Generadd and Sir Knights ; 

The custom of payiug tribute to the memory 
of our depsrted friends is sanctioned by the 
voice of Aime immemorial. 

It is truly meet and just, if for no other reason 
than to remind ue that 

“When mortal min resigns his breath 

‘Tis God directs the stroke of death.”’ 
And yet yourcommittee approach with a fcel- 
ing of genuine reluctance the melancholy duty 
of preparing suitable resolutions upon the death 
of Sir EA Knight, late a member of this com. 
mandery, for despite our anxiety to properly 
perform it we are conscious of. the inability to 
do the subject that justice which the merits of 
the deceased Sir Knight so eainently deserve. 

Eugene Aubry Knight was born on March the 
28, 1852, in the e:ty of Macon, Bibb county, Ga 
aud after au Illness of twenty-two months, 
which he met like a Christian philosopher, died 
in Atlanta on the 21st of February, 1878 = It wiil 
thus be seen that his earthly career was of short 
duration, but 

‘He liveth long who liveth well, 
All other life is short and vain.’’ 

His distinguished services in behalf of CoouT 
de Lion commandery are fresh in your minds, 
and doubtiess at this moment constitute one of 
the brightest gems in-his crown of immurtality. 

As our recorder 80 long, his punctuality, neat 
ness and dispatch will always furoish a glows 
ing example to his successors in that reaponsi- 
ble position, and whiie the extreme zeel he 
displayed inthe discharge of that important 
trust, would sometimes subject his acts to 
unpleasant criticism, it cannot be denied that 
his duty was tully performed, without fear or 
favor, and with an eyesingle tothe common 
interests of our ncble and magnanimous order. 
He was brave, courteous, indcfatigable. To 
clearly appreciate these shining qualities in the 
man, it should be borne in mind that his bodliy 
infirmities were such as would have leveled en 
ordinary mortal to the dust. For twenty-two 
months immediately preceding his death, the 
universal monster stood a continual sentinel at 
his door, . threatening with grim certainty his 
instant dissolution. 

It is se:dom, Sir Knights, that a spirit so active 
an exergy so indomitable, a nerve so calm, a 
heart so bold and & wiil so ansolutely inflexib’e 
are habitants of a frame so fragile that appa- 
rently an infani’s breath might have swept it 
away. But he was not one to quail under physi- 
cal affliction. He bore the dispensation with 
becoming, may, extraordinary fortitude, and 
literally ‘‘died in the harness ”’
